Jericho, March 11, 1903. 

Dear Judge: Where I crossed in 
a boat the Jordan is about 150 feet 
wide and fifteen feet deep. It is 
an exhilerating retreat lrom the 
dust and best of a sunburnt plain, 
for a weary pilgrim seeking Mi 
and cool, refreshing shade on the 
swift and eddying waters. Its 
evergreen belt of jungle, and trees 
whose overhanging branches are 
washed by the hurrying stream, the 
sudden bends in its serpentine 
f-onrap, the swish of its swirling 
eddies swashing against the tor- 
tuous banks, the incessant play of 
oolor through the variegated 
walls of verdure and upon the 
brown and turbid waters, are some 
of the features that lend romantic 
charm to a stay upon its restless 
bosom. The sycamore-fig whose 
horizonal limbs attracted little 
Zaccheus, the "reed shaken with 
the wind - ' ( Matt. 11 : 7), growing 
twelve feet tali in dense, extensive 
brakes amongst poplars, willows, 
tamarisks, acacias and gorgeous 
oleanders, and multitudes of bril- 
liant flowers, are some varieties of 
vegetation that adorn this strange 
landscape that lies a thousand feet 
below the ocean level. In this deep 
trench of 05 miles from Galilee to 
the Dead Sea, the busy Jordan 
winds its way 100 miles and pours 
its fresh, cool waters into that 
crystal sea of salt. 

This is the famed baptismal 
river. In this eccentric stream, 
the like of which no other land 
ever known, Naaman, the Syrian 

leprosy. Elisha said to him: ' Go

ceptthe narrow minded set of u 
progressive refugees whom Moses 
had led out of Egypt.

In fact, ever since they "were bap- 
tized unto Moms In M>* cloud and 
in the sea," they had become illib- 
eral and exclusive — a discordant 
element in the religious world and 
an invincible obstacle to religious 
co-operation. Hitherto there had 
arisen but one great leader amongst 
them with liberal tendencies in- 
clined to open communion. He 
was the most eloquent man the 
denomination had produced, and 
was able to lead the common peo- 
le into a union service and com- 
munion with a branch of the cul- 
tured and liberal calf church of 
Egypt. But some of the old lead- 
ers came suddenly upon the scene, 
broke up the union service and 
ily excluded 3,000 of the 
participants from their church. 

Aaron saved himself only by sud- 
den show of penitence and confes- 
sion. This was the sect of exclu- 
sives against whom King Balak 
united Moab and Midian and in- 
voked the eloquence uf the illus- 
trious evangelist, the son of Beor, 
whose home was faraway at Pethor 
by tbe great river that used to 
water the garden of Eden.

This is 
the friendly chasm that gave shel- 
ter and water to Elijah while the 
ravens furnished food, and beneath 
its stones at its mouth Achan and 
his family found an ignominious 
sepulcher. Here, where the abund- 
ant waters of the mountains flow 
and the ascent to Jerusalem begins, 
rose the magnificent Jericho of 

gorgeous palaces and beautiful 
mansions and villas, colonnades, 
statuary, fountains, and wild ex- 
uberance of brilliant tropical vege- 
tation made this a city of splendor. 
On one side towered the variegated 
mountains that led up to "Jerusa- 
lem the Golden," on the other wav- 
ed a ?Mt foiesi of stately palms, 
extending eight miles along the 
Jordan from the Dead Sea. About 
it flourished the priceless balsam, 
the precious and fragrant henna, 
the umbrageous tig-sycamore, and 
all the precious fruits and brilliant 
Mowers of almost every zone.

Says Tendency at LouiBTille is 
the Same as in Breathitt 

Connty. 

"Eeclesiasticism is reverence 
jhout investigation ; iconoolasm 
is investigation without reverence, 
Bat Christianity falls for reverence 
and investigation." 

So said Dr. W. W. Hamilton in 
the sermon at McFerran Memorial 
Baptist church at Louisville. He 
was making a plea for reverence for 
sacred things, and the subject, 
"Keniofing the Sandals," was 
taken from Exodus iii., 5, where 
Moses drew nigh to inquire into the 
burning bush which was not con- 
sumed. 

He said that such a state of af- 
fairs as is now in Breathitt county 
is due to lack of reverence for sa- 
cred things, and that Louisville 
may well take warning. 

"While we view with horror the 
lawlessness of the mountains," he 
said, "we should not fail to consid- 
er such lawlessness as the saloon el- 
ement of our city is manifesting. 
That same spirit which would for- 
cibly remove the polls and endeavor 
to preuent the lawabiding citizens 
to have their lights, is the same 
that slew Marcum, and would mur- 
der Ewen. We had a taste of 
Breathitt county in our own ciiy, 
and will have still more if we allow 
things thus to drift. Lack of rev- 
erence for authority and for sacred 
things and sacred truths begins iu 
the home, grows in the soil of Sab 
bath-breaking hearts, is watered by 
oorrupted and corrupting environ- 
ment, and reaches its fruitage in re- 
bellion against God. Sin bringeth 
forth death."

Snmmary of Gov. Beckham's 



Gov. Beckham in a lengthy state- 
ment regarding his steps toward 
the suppression of lawlessness • in 
Breathitt county explains that his 
powers are limited by ihe Constitu- 
tion and the statutes, but says he 
has devoted careful thought to the 
situation and has left undone noth- 
ing that would tend to the restora- 
tion of law and order. He says he 
has no right to declare martial law 
or to remove Judges. While ex- 
pressing confidence in Judge Red- 
wine, he says he urged him to va- 
cate the bench in the Jett-White 
trial, and favored the removal of 
the cases. The Governor draws a 
contrast between their attitude at 
the time of Gov.
